After speaking with you, I went to the International Publishers 
Association meeting in Washington where I spoke with Michel Mohrt 
of Gallimard. Ho seemed quit© interested and anxious to read the 
manuscript. He said he would be in touch with you next week when 
he Is in New York. 

Mrs. Beatrioe Rosenfelcl at Viking (PL 5-4330) has a oarbon of cfche 
manuscript which she was to have mailed me. I have not received it 
and ?.f she has not already mailed it, perhaps you would like It for 
Mohrt or another purpose, 

I also spoke with Sanford Greenburgor who represents Fel trine 111 and 
a German publisher* Both printed the Buchanan book on the assassina- 
tion, almost pure speculation and highly inaccurate, Groonburger 
says neither would bo Interested. 

I had hoped to find a representative of Victor Gollanofc but none was 
present, I spoke briefly with Captain Maxwell of Porgamnr or Perga- 
mon Press, Maxwell was busy Mb told me to get In touch with his 
representative, D, J. Day, at 122 East 55th Street, N«sw York 22, and 
to tall Day Maxwell had said to get in touch with him.

Praeger: Mart Puner liked book very much but Praoger said, according 

to Puner, it was not for Praeger, 

Crown: Editor and assistant sales manager very interested but vice 

president In charge of nonfiction reportedly said the market prospects 
were not good. 
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Pocket Books: Eugene Prakapas and several others read and praised 

bJphlv, but iShimken decided negatively because of continuing problems 
over Vl Calories Don't Count". Prakapas tried both Doubleday and Morrow. 
Double day praised book and said decision was not editorial. ^ 

Morrow had already madw policy determination to print nothing on tae 
subject. 

Viking reportedly read and liked book but decided it would not be 
profitable. 

Grove (Rossett), which had scheduled and apparently abandoned a book 
by Attorney ^ark Lane* was not interested in the subject. 

Quadrangle: Does not believe the book would sell well. 

Mow Classics Library* Has already printed a book On Oswald and is not 
interested in one that would disprove it,

New American Library: Didhot read- the book. 

Bantam: Miss Hasator who Edited their edition of the W a rren Report 

said It was not likely they would be interested, but that she would 
read the raanusacri.pt in two days.

I know of two forthcoming books, both of o which reportedly are scheduled 
for rnalor promotions* an0 lie middle of this month ^imon ana hcnuster will 
release a book on Oswald ghosted for Congressman Ford, a ljieaber of the 
Commission. Inevitably, this bobk will be a nothing, whether or not 
it soils. 



The end of August Prenticd Hall will publish a book by Dwight McDonald 
that I believe will bo much more substantial. I understand Random 
House is McDonald's regular publisher.
